the  ])roposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  'I’erritory  in  which  a news- 
p.'iper  is  published.  In  the  Province.s  of  (Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  be  continued  for  a ])eriod  of  at  least  two 
months  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close

HIS  EXCELLENCY  THE  GOVERNOR-GENERAL 
IN  COUNCIL. 

ON  a Report,  dated  8th  December,  1897,  from  the 
Minister  of  the,  Interior,  stating  that  he  has  had 
under  consideration  a Minute  of  the  Executive  Council 
of  British  Columbia,  hereto  attached,  approved  by  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  on  the  30th  October,  1897,  which 
embodies  an  agreement  arrived  at  between  that 
Government  and  Mr.  T.  G.  Rothwell  and  Mr.  J.  A,  J. 
McKenna,  who,  as  his  representatives,  were  autliorised 
to  enter  upon  negotiations  with  the  Government  of 
British  Columbia  with  a view  to  obtaining  a settle- 
ment of  certain  questions  as  to  the  administration  of 
lands  in  the  Railway  Belt  upon  the  Mainland  of 
British  Columbia. 

The  Minister  further  states  that  he  has  had  before 
him  the  record  of  the  negotiations  conducted  with  the 
Government  of  British  Columbia  by  Messrs.  Rothwell 
and  McKenna,  together  with  their  repoit,  in  which 
they  certify  that  the  agreement  set  forth  in  the 
British  Columbia  Minute  of  Council  under  considera- 
tion fully  and  substantially  embodies  the  proposals 
submitted  by  them  and  agreed  to  by  that  Government. 

The  Minister  eonsiders  that  the  agreement  will 
remove  the  difliculties  whicli  have  impeded  the 
administration  of  lands  in  the  Railway  Bi.dt,  and 
admit  of  their  being  satisfactorily  dealt  with  in  the 
future;  and  he,  therefore,  concurs  in  the  same  and 
reeommcnils  that  the  agreement  be  approved.

Certited  (Joji^’  of  a Rejiort  of  a Committee  of  the 
Honourable  the  Executive  Council,  api>roved  by 
His  Honoui-  the  lAeutenant-Governor  on  the  30th 
day  of  October,  1897. 

The  Committee  of  Council  have  had  under  con- 
sideration ciertain  proposals  submitted  by  Mr.  T.  G. 
Itothwell  and  .Mr.  J.  J.  .McKenna,  acting  herein  on 
behalf  of  the  Honoural)le  the  .Miinster  of  the  Interior, 
directi.-d  towarils  the  settlement  of  certain  questions 
of  administration  of  the  lands  within  the  Kailuay 
Belt  ni)on  the  Mainland  of  the  Province,  which  jno- 
posals  are  embodied  in  a communication  from  Mr. 
Rothwell  to  the  Honourable  the  I’remier,  dated  the 
22nd  October,  instant,  and  are  therein  stated  to  be 


subject  to  the  concurrence  of  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior. 

The  proiDosals  as  therein  contained,  with  certain 
modifications  and  additions  which  have  been  agreed 
to,  are  as  follows: — 

The  agreement  arrived  at  by  the  Governments  of 
the  Province  of  British  Columbia  and  of  the  Dominion 
of  Canada,  as  embodied  in  the  Federal  Order  in 
Council  of  the  29th  ^larch,  1895,  and  the  Provincial 
Order  in  Council  of  the  5th  December,  1895,  passed 
under  Chapter  4 of  the  Dominion  Statutes  of  1895  and 
of  the  Provincial  Act  known  as  “The  Railway  Belt 
Act,  1895,”  respectively,  should  be  amended  as 
follows : — 

1.  The  19th  of  December,  1883,  being  the  date  upon 
which  the  Provincial  Act,  Chap.  14,  47  Victoria,  was 
assented  to,  shall  be  taken  to  be  the  date  of  the 
transfer  by  the  Province  to  the  Dominion  of  the  lands 
mentioned  in  Section  2 of  the  said  Chapter  14  of  47 
Victoria,  as  being  therebj'  granted  to  the  Dominion 
Government  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  to 
aid  in  the  construction  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Rail- 
way on  the  Mainland  of  British  Columbia. 

2.  From  the  tract  of  lands  so  transferred  shall  be 
reserved  all  lands  granted  by  the.  Province,  on  or 
before  the  date  above  mentioned,  the  19th  December, 
1883,  and  all  lands  covered  by  pre-emption  entry  at 
that  date;  and  all  such  lauds  so  granted  or  pre-empted 
shall  be  held  to  have  remained  under  the  control  of 
the  Province ; provided  that  all  lands  covered  by  j>re- 
emption  entry  which  were  abandoned  by  the  pre- 
emptor  or  cancelled  prior  to  the  said  date  shall  be 
regarded  as  having  passed  to  the  Dominion ; and  all 
lands  covered  by  pre-emption  entry  which  were 
abandoned  by  the  pre-emptor  or  cancelled  after  that 
date  shall  be  deemed  to  belong  to  the  Province. 

3.  From  the  said  tract  of  lands  so  transferred  on 
the  19th  December,  1883,  shall  also  be  reserved  all 
lands  covered  at  that  date  by  sales  actually  made  or 
by  applications  to  purchase  on  account  of  which 
moneys  had  been  paid  to  the  Province ; and  all  lands 
so  covered  shall  be  held  to  have  been  under  the  control 
of  the  Province;  provided  that  all  lands  so  covered 
of  which  the  sales  had  been  cancelled  prior  to  the  said 
date,  or  for  which  the  applications  lapsed  prior  to  the 
said  date  for  non-fulfilment  of  the  conditions  subject 
to  which  such  applications  were  accepted,  shall  be 
regarded  as  having  passed  to  the  Dominion  ; and  that 
all  lands  so  covered  of  which  the  sales  were  abandoned 
after  the  said  date,  or  for  which  the ' applications 
lapsed  after  the  said  date,  shall  be  deemed  to  belong 
to  the  Province. 

4.  Nothing  contained  in  the  next  iireceding  para- 
graph shall  be  held  to  affect,  alter  or  amend  so  much 
of  the  agreement  arrived  at  and  embodied  in  the  said 
Orders  in  Council  of  the  29th  March,  1895,  and  5th 
December,  1895,  as  is  contained  in  the  paragraph 
numbered  3 thereof,  respectively,  or  to  affect,  vary, 
change,  or  interfere  with  anj’  pre-emptions  granted  by 
the  Dominion  or  with  any  sales  or  other  alienations 
by  the  Dominion  of  any  of  the  land  to  which  the  said 
next  ])receding  paragraph  hereof  relates,  which  pre- 
enqitions,  sales  or  other  alienations  (if  any)  shall  be 
held  to  be  valid  and  in  full  force  and  effect. 

5.  If  upon  examination  of  the  copies  of  field  notes, 
])lans,  applications  'and  other  documents  u hich  have 
been  made  for  or  furnished  to  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  from  the  originals  of  record  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Lands  and  Works, 
or  other  Dejiartments,  or  offices  of  the  J'rovince,  it  bo 
found  that  the  same  are  in  any  resjicet  incomjilcte,  the 
Chief  Commissioner  will  cause  to  be  furni.shed  to  the 
Depai’tinent  of  the  Interioi’  u])on  specific  aiiplication 
therefor  being  made  to  him,  in  each  instance,  such 
further  information  in  the  possession  of  the  Province 
as  may  be  necessary  to  ensure  identification  of  any 
lands  in  the  Belt  alienated  by  the  Rrovince. 

6.  'I'lie  title  to  any  lands  which  u))on  the  completion 
of  the  survey  of  the  boundaries  of  the  Belt,  or  of  anj- 
portion  thereof,  have  been  found  to  have  been  alien- 
ated by  the  I’i'ovince  under  the  belief  that  they  were 
outside  of  the  Belt,  but  which  are  ascertained  by  such 
sui'vey  to  be  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Belt,  shall 
be  confirmed  by  the  Dominion  upon  receipt  from  the 
I’rovinee  of  the  purchase  nionoy  therefor;  and  the 
title  to  any  lands  which  upon  tlie  conqdetion  of  the 
survey  of  the  boundaries  of  the  Belt,  or  of  any  jiortion 
thereof,  have  been  found  to  have  been  alienated  by 
the  Honiinion  under  the  belief  that  they  wtu'c  within 
t he  Belt,  but  which  are  ascertained  by  such  survey  to 
be  outside  the  boundaries  of  the  Belt,  shall  be  con- 
firmed by  the  Province  upon  receijit  from  the  Dom- 

' inion  of  the  purchase  money  therefor. 
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7.  Sm-voyH  of  any  of  (lio  said  lainlH  which  liavo  hocni 
inado  under  Iho  authorUy  of  the  I’l'ovince  nluiH  l>e 
accepted  hy  the  Doiniidon;  I'rovided  that  copicH  of 
tlio  plans  and  field  notes  of  such  surveys  which  have 
not  yet  been  furnished  to  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  shall  he  fuinished  that  Department  within  (i 
months  after  application  has  been  made  therefor. 
Any  surveys  of  such  of  tlu!  .said  lands  as  are  now 
unsurveyed  which  may  hereafter  he  made  under  the 
authority  of  the  Province  shall  ho  accepted  hy  the 
Dominion:  Provided  that  copies  of  the  jjlans  and 
field  notes  of  such  surveys  shall  he  furnished  to  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  within  (>  months  after  the 
reeoi])t  thereof  hy  the  Department  of  Lands  and 
Works  of  the  Province.  Any  Survej'or  employed  hy 
the  Dominion  shall  he  authorised  to  survey  such  of 
the  boundaries  of  the  said  lands  as  he  may  find  unsur- 
veyod  and  the  Province  shall  accept  such  survey: 
Provided  that  co])ies  of  the  ])lans  and  field  notes  of 
such  survey  shall  he  furrushed  to  the  Department  of 
Lands  and  Works  of  the  Province  within  6 months 
after  the  recoi{)t  thereof  hy  the  Department  of  the 
Interior.  Surveys  of  the  said  lands,  whethei’  made 
under  the  authority  of  the  Dominion  or  of  the  Pro- 
vince, shall  be  subject  to  the  correction  of  any  gross 
error  that  may  be  discovered  therein. 

8.  The  information  furnished  by  the  Department  of 
the  Interior  for  the  ])urpose  of  securing  Provincial 
registration  of  Dominion  patents  of  lands  in  the  Belt 
being  now  regarded  as  sufficient,  and  apj)lication  under 
the  Provineial  “ Land  Kegi.stry  Act  ” being  all  that 
is  required  to  ensure  the  registration  of  such  patents, 
it  is  agreed  that  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  shall 
cause  to  be  furnished  to  the  Registrar-General  of  the 
Province  a statement  giving  the  names  of  all  Dominion 
Patentees  to  whom  patents  have  been  issued  up  to  the 
date  of  this  agreement,  a short  description  of  the  lands 
patented  and  if  neeessary  a map  identifying  the  loca- 
lity and  such  other  partieulars  as  will  afford  the 
Registrar-General  the  neeessary  information  to  furnish 
eaeh  Patentee  with  a printed  form  of  the  application 
herein  above  referred  to  ; and  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior  shall  thereafter  continue  to  cause  to  be  fur- 
nished to  the  Registrar-General  upon  the  issue  of 
each  Patent  after  the  date  of  this  agreement,  a notice 
containing  like  information  thereof  to  that  above 
mentioned. 

9.  None  of  the  releases  referred  to  in  paragraph 
number  3 of  the  aforesaid  Orders  in  Council  of  the 
29th  March,  1895,  and  5th  December,  1895,  respect- 
ively, having  yet  been  tendered  to  the  Dominion 
Government  for  aeceptance,  and  it  being  in  the  public 
intei’est  that  the  cases  referred  to  in  the  said  paragraph 
shall  not  remain  indefinitely  unsettled,  it  is  agreed 
that,  at  the  expiration  of  one  3'ear  from  the  "first  day 
of  January  next,  an^^  lands  covered  bj'  the  said  agree- 
ment for  which  releases  have  not  been  tendered  to  the 
Dominion  Goveimment  for  acceptance  shall  cease  to 
be  subject  to  such  agreement  and  may  be  disposed  of 
in  such  manner  as  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  may 
deem  advisable  : Provided  that  if  any  of  the  persons 
by  whom  any  of  the  releases  above  referred  to  should 
be  executed,  is  dead  or  shall  die  during  said  period  of 
one  year,  or  if  any  of  such  i^ersons,  or  the  heir,  exe- 
cutor, administrator  or  assign  of  any  person  so 
deceased,  or  of  any  other  person  legally  entitled  to 
execute  any  of  the  releases  referred  to  in  the  said 
paragraph  numbered  3 of  the  said  Orders  in  Council 
of  the  29th  March,  1895,  and  5th  December,  1895, 
respectively,  shall  by  reason  of  any  disability,  such  as 
infancy,  idiocj^  or  lunacy,  be  incapable  of  executing 
the  same  the  said  period  of  one  year  may  bo  extended 
by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  for  such  additional 
time  as  to  him  may  appear  just  and  reasonable  under 
the  circumstances  of  each  case,  to  be  set  forth  in  a 
statement  to  be  filed  in  the  Department  of  the  Interior, 
at  Ottawa,  on  or  before  the  expiration  of  the  said 
year.  It  is  agreed  that  upon  the  receipt  by  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  of  any  of  the  releases 
referred  to  in  this  paragraph  duly  executed  by  the 
person  entitled  to  execute  the  same,  he  shall  receive 
from  the  Dominion  Letters  Patent,  in  the  form  of 
the  Letters  Patent  which  would  have  been  issued  had 
application  therefor  been  made  to  the  Dominion,  and 
such  Letters  Patent  issued  at  the  date  of  the  grant 
from  the  Province  through  which  title  was  claimed. 

10.  As  it  appears  that  persons  other  than  those 
against  whom  action  was  taken,  as  stated  in  the  said 
Orders  in  Council  of  the  29th  March,  1895,  and  the 
5th  December,  1895,  respectively,  received  Crown 
grants  about  the  same  time  as  the  persons  last  afore- 
said, and  are  in  the  same  position,  it  is  agreed  that 


paragraph  3 of  the  said  orders,  anil  paragraph  9 of  this 
agreement  shall  applj'  to  the  persons  named  in  the  list 
oi-  sehedide  hereunto  attached  in  the  same  manner  and 
to  the  same  extent  as  tiny  resiicetivel^'  ai)ply  to  the 
persons  named  in  t he  said  paragraph  3. 

Tlie  Committee  advise  t hat  the  |)i-oposals  as  above 
set  out  be  aeeepte<l,  and  that  a copy  of  this  minute  (if 
a])[)roved)  1)0  ti'ansmitted  to  the  Honourable  the 
Seci'etary  of  State  of  Canada  foi-  submission  by  the 
llonoui'able  the  Ministc!-  of  the  Interior',  if  the 
agi'oemeirt  herein  set  out  is  eoneui-red  iit  by  him,  to 
His  Excellency'  the  Govei'iior-Goneral  in  ('ouncil  for 
ajrproval.

MISSION  BY-LAWS. 


DUTIE.S  OF  OFFICER.^  AMENDxMENT  BY-LAW, 
1898. 


/CLAUSE  4 of  “Duties  of  Otlicers  By-Law,  1894,” 
is  hereby  repealed  and  the  following  placed  in 
lieu  thereof  : — 

“4.  The  duties  of  I’athmaster  shall  be  as  follows: — 
“(a.)  Every  Fathmaster  in  Mission  District  Muni- 
cipality shall,  with  the  statute  labour  or  money  which 
may  be  placed  under  his  control,  superintend,  make, 
keep  in  repair,  and  keep  open  the  roads  and  bridges  in 
the  division  to  which  ho  may  have  been  appointed  by 
the  Council  : 

“ (b.)  He  shall  report  to  the  Council  any  obstruction 
whatever  being  unlawfully  placed  on  the  roads  in  his 
division  : 

“(e. ) He  must  notify  each  pei'son  in  hi.s  division 
liable  to  perform  statute  labour,  either  verbally  or  in 
writing,  at  his  last  known  place  of  residence,  of  the 
day,  hour  and  place,  when  and  where  he  icquires  him 
to  work,  giving  liim  at  least  six  days’  notice  : 

“((7.)  He  shall  call  out  any  person  residing  in  his 
division  of  21  and  under  50  years  of  age  to  perform 
two  days’  statute  labour,  although  such  persons  may 
not  be  on  the  Assessment  Roll  : 

“ (e. ) He  shall,  if  required,  give  a certificate  to  each 
person  who  has  performed  statute  labour  under  him  : 

“ (/. ) He  shall  notify  persons  w'ho  reside  in  his  road 
division,  and  who  are  liable  for  statute  labour,  to  bring 
such  tools,  team  of  oxen  or  horses  as  they  may  be 
possessed  of,  and  allow  two  days  statute  labour  for 
every  such  team  of  horses  or  oxen  with  driver  : 

“(gr. ) A day’s  statute  labour  to  consist  of  eight 
hours’  faithful  work,  exclusive  of  the  time  of  coming 
and  going  to  and  from  the  place  of  work  : 

“(A.)  Persons  liable  to  perform  statute  labour  may 
commute  for  the  same  by  paying  the  Pathmaster  of 
his  division  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  a half  (.$1.50) 
for  every  day  they  are  liable  to  work  : 

“(7.)  Any  person  neglecting  or  refusing,  after  ten 
days’  notice,  to  perform  statute  labour  shall  be  obliged 
to  commute  his  statute  labour  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar 
and  a half  ($1.50)  per  day. 

“(j/. ) Every  Pathmaster  shall  cause  all  statute 
labour  to  be  performed,  and  the  money  coming  into  his 
hands  in  lieu  thereof  to  be  expended,  before  the  1st 
day  of  September  in  each  year,  and  must  return  his 
list  to  the  Municipal  Clerk  before  the  first  Council 
meeting  in  .September,  with  his  declaration  to  the 
effect  that  it  contains  a true  and  correct  account  of  the 
statute  labour  done  and  performed  : 

“(A.)  The  Pathmaster  to  have  full  authority  in 
deciding  where  each  person  is  to  perform  his  statute 
labour.  ”

A\1^HEREAS  it  is  expedient  that  all  lands,  or 
\ y improvements,  or  real  property  within  the 
limits  of  the  Municipality  of  the  Township  or  Dis- 
trict of  Matscpii  upon  which  Municipal  Taxes  have 
been  due  and  in  arrear  for  two  years  prior  to  the  pas- 
sing of  this  By-law,  shall  be  sold  and  the  proceeds 
applied  in  the  reduction  of  such  taxes  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of 
the  Townshij)  or  District  of  Matscpii  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  Collector  of  the  Municipal  Council  of  the 
Township  or  District  of  Matsqui  is  hereby  authorised 
and  directed  whensoever  taxes  on  any  lands  or 
improvements  or  real  property  have  been  due  for  two 
years  prior  to  the  passing  of  this  By-law,  to  submit  to 
the  Reeve  of  the  Township  or  District  of  Alatsqui  a 
list,  in  duplicate,  of  all  the  lands,  improvements  or 
real  property'  liable  under  the  provisions  of  this 
By-law  to  be  sold  for  taxes,  with  the  amount  of  arrears 
against  each  lot  set  opposite  to  the  same,  and  the 
Reeve  shall  authenticate  such  list  by  affixing  thereto 
the  Seal  of  the  Municipality  and  his  signature,  and 
one  of  such  lists  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Municipality  and  the  other  shall  be  returned  to 
the  Collector,  with  a warrant  thereto  annexed  under 
the  hand  of  the  Reeve  and  the  Seal  of  the  Municipality, 
commanding  him  to  levy  upon  the  land,  or  improve- 
ments or  real  property  for  the  arrears  due  thereon, 
with  costs.

(3.)  'I’he  total  amount  of  taxes  and  costs  for  which 
tlie  property  is  liable  to  be  sold. 

And  the  Reeve  shall  authenticate  such  list  by  affix- 
ing thereto  the  Seal  of  the  xMunicipality  and  his  signa- 
ture ; and  the  Collector  shall  cause  a copy  of  tlie  last 
mentioned  list  to  be  published  for  at  least  a period  of 
one  monih  preceding  the  date  of  such  intended  sale  in 
some  weekly  newsjiaper  circulating  in  the  Munici- 
pality of  Matstpii. 

4.  *'J'lie  advertisement  shall  contain  a notilication 
that  iude.ss  the  arrears  and  costs  are  sooner  paid,  he 
will  proceed  to  sell  at  public  auction  the  lands,  or 
improvements,  or  real  property  for  the  taxes,  on  a day, 
a time,  and  at  a place  named  in  the  advcrti-senient ; 
but  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  such  advcrti.sement  to 
state  wliether  the  lands  offered  for  sale  are  jmtented  or 
unpatented. 

.■).  Tlie  Collector  shall,  at  least  two  months  before  the 
time  of  sale,  ileliver  or  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the 
registered  owners  and  holders  of  charges  on  each  par- 
cel of  land  contained  ill  said  list,  a notice  in  writing 
signeil  by  him  of  said  sale  and  the  consequences  thereof, 
and  of  the  amount  of  taxes  due  on  such  parcel  and  for 
which  said  jiarcel  is  being  sohl,  and  the  amount  of 
conimis.sion  and  expenses  charged  against  each  jiarcel. 
In  case  pcr.sonal  service  cannot  be  eflected  upon  any 
person  entitled  thereto  hereunder,  then  substituted 
service  upon  such  yierson  shall  be  eflected  in  such 
manner  as  any  .Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  may 
direct,  and  the  cost  of  obtaining  such  direction  shall 
be  added  to  the  cost  of  sale  charged  against  that  par- 
ticular parcel  of  land  in  respect  of  which  such  direction 
is  obtained.

taxes,  interest  thereon,  and  all  lawful  charges  incurred 
in  and  about  the  sale  and  collection  of  the  taxes,  sell- 
ing in  preference  such  part  as  he  may  consider  best  for 
the  owner  to  sell  first,  and  in  offering  such  land,  or 
improvements,  or  real  property  for  sale  it  shall  not  be 
necessary  to  describe  particularly  the  portion  of  the 
lot  or  section  which  shall  be  sold,  but  it  will  be  suffi- 
cient to  say  that  he  will  sell  so  much  of  the  lot  or 
section  as  shall  be  necessary  to  secure  the  payment  of 
the  taxes  due,  and  the  amount  of  taxes  stated  in  the 
advertisement  shall  in  all  cases  be  prima  facie  evidence 
of  the  correct  amount  due.
